WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Appalled 
by the heavy death tool from poi- 
son bdoze during the holiday sea- 
gon, congress began action in both 
houses to end the poisoning of 
industrial alcohol by the govern- 
ment, immediately uppn renaqamatte 
ing today. 

In anticipation of action by con- 
‘gress, General Lincoln C. Andrews, 
dry czar, announced, that use of 
the poison formula in commercial 
alcohol would be stuyped assoon 
as a *bootleg-proof non-poisonous

He dwelt at length upon the 
feeling of animosity toward this 
country upon the part of European 
nations, which he declared was 
due largely to the fact that those 
nations have been asked to pay 
their debts. He quoted Will Rog- 
ers, mayor of Hollywood, to the 
effect that ‘the only way we 
could get in worse would be t9 
help them win another war.” - 

After pointing out sharply the 
inferiOr position of the American 
navy with respect to’ England ssa 
Japan, Senator Johnson conclud- 
ed:
